Claim 18- (New) A device for providing uniform emission of 
a flying insect attractant consisting of: 

(a) a container having a top surface , a 
bottom surface, and side walls , having a 
composition of at least one volatile liquid 
attractant specific for targeting one flying 
insect species, and a first opening in the top of 
said container to receive a wick; 

(b) an adjustable wick frictionally 
inserted into said first opening of said 
container wherein a portion oi said wick area is 
exposed externally to an atmosphere and said 
exposed wick area can be increased or decreased

Claim 23. (New) A method for mass trapping of at least 
one targeted flying insect comprising*. 

(a) placing in a trap at least ore device consisting

surface and side walls, having a composition of 
at least one volatile liquid attractant specific 
for targeting on© flying insect species and a 
first opening to frictionally receive a wick, a 
wick inserted into said first opening of said 
container wherein the length, of said wick is 
frictionally adjustable to provide a uniform 
emission rate of said at least one volatile 
attractant which results in traximum attraction 
of said one targeted flying insect species, and 
a second opening in the top cf said container,
